How To Sell—Says Minister

wf he of the most hopeful things 
in education to-day,” said the 
Right Honourable Florence Hors 
brugh, C.B.E., M.P., Minister of 
Education, speaking at the annual 
luncheon of the Drapers’ Chamber of 
Trade at the Connaught Rooms, Lon 
don, on Tuesday, the increasing 
number of day-release for 
young people.” In 1939 only 42,000 
young trade and industry 
had taken these courses, The figures 
had risen to 264,000 in 1951, and last 
year had reached more than 309,000 
Of these the retail trade had 
accounted for some 9,000 students in 
1951 and more than 10,000 in 1953 

The Ministry of Education and the 
retail trade, said Miss Horsbrugh, 
had been working together to see how 
the training of those working in the 
shops and stores could be improved: 

Some people thought that a boy or 
girl’s education stopped at leaving 
secondary school. “ What we have to 
try to do is to see that these young 
people get not only the ability to learn 
but the interest to go on learning all 
their lives.”

Housewife Criticises the Industry

The views of the consumer, retailer 
and manufacturer wer¢ 
some length by Mrs. Joan Robins, a 
housewife, broadcaster and active 
member of the board of the British 
Standards Institute; Mr. J. S. 
Allpass, managing director, Hastings. 
Ltd., furnishers, Clapham Junction, 
S.W.11; and Mr. Oliver Lebus, 
assistant managing director, Harris 
Lebus, Ltd., furniture manufacturers, 
Tottenham, N.17, 


Launching an attack against both 
the retail and manufacturing sides of 
the furniture trade, Mrs. Robins de 
clared that the consumer was forced 
into buying what appeared in the 
shops, and the retailer could not be 
influenced to widen or change his 
stock. 

“Nobody wants the table with the 
highly-glossed finish which once 
marked is ruined for ever; the ward- 
robe with hanging space which is too 
narrow and door that jams; the dress- 
ing-table with numerous compart 
ments which swing open and knock 
over the contents; and the chair that

is too heavy to move, uncomfortable 
to sit in and difficult to get out of,” 
asserted Mrs. Robins 

“To-day there are only two 
styles to choose from—the tradi- 
tional with its bulbous, bulging 
lines, heavy decoration and highly- 
polished surface; or the contem- 
porary with its spiky legs, flimsy 
appearance and light brown colours. 

“The test, surely, of good furni 
ture and pleasant whether 
one will be comfortable and happy to 
live with it for twenty years, I doubt 
very much if present-day furniture 
would pass this test.” 

Mrs. Robins then stated that, in 
her opinion, two people, apart from 
the manufacturer, were responsible 
for the bad furniture seen in the 
shops at the present time. They were

The former delighted in stocking 
his showrooms with furniture 
which he knew the consumer would 
have to purchase as there was noth 
ing else to choose, whilst 
tant encouraged young and inexpert 
enced customers to buy shoddy goods

Mr. Allpass immediately rose to his

“T feel as though I have been run

Court Exhibition there have 
been complaints from some firms, 
who perhaps did not do as much 
business as they expected, that a 
furniture exhibition every year is 
not necessary. They argue that 
an exhibition every two, or even 
three years, would fulfil the 
needs of the manufacturing side 
of the industry. 


Xx While it is understandable 
that those who went to great 
expense to exhibit at Earls Court, 
and did not find that expense 
justified, should hold that the 
exhibition is too frequent, it 
must be realised that there are 
very sane and cogent reasons for 
holding a yearly exhibition. 

It will be remembered that 
before the war some five furni- 
ture exhibitions were held; and 
this, of course, meant that those 
who took part in them sought 
frantically for “new” designs 
with which to attract the atten- 
tion of the retail buyer. 

Since the war the picture has 
changed, the BF.M. have 
decided on a policy of one exhibi- 
tion a year, and a moment’s 
thought will show the wisdom 
behind this decision.

A large hall at the central store, 
Castle Street, Bristol, is being used to 
present to shoppers a comprehensive 
display of every type ot bedding 
requirement from divans to pillows 
and quilts. 


Variety of Displays 


The main eye-catcher is an arrange- 
ment of boards, in the form of an 
inverted V, down the centre of the 
hall. About twelve feet high at its 
peak, this fitting carries a great 
variety of spring interiors. This 
centrepiece is supplemented by wall 
displays, showing mattresses on large 
“flats” lying against the walls 
at angles of about 60 degrees from 
the floor. 


The danger of monotony in this 
form of display has been carefully 
avoided by staggering the “ flats” so 
that each alternate one stands nearer 
the wall by a few feet more than 
its neighbour. The line is broken up 
still further by the provision of light 
screens at 90 degrees to the walls, 
presenting individual bay displays. 


Colour contrast is provided by 
placing mattresses and bedding acces- 
sories such as overlays and down 
quilts to give a variety of ‘hues. 
There are no full bedroom suites in 
the show, but a wide range of beds, 
bed-settees, and bed-chairs is shown. 


While the general atmosphere of 
the show is designedly a restful one, 
movement has been injected by the 
use of divanette working models which 
open and close automatically, and a 
Dunlopillo corner with moving-hand 
display. 

Lead-ins being used for the bedding 
exhibition include Press advertising, 
an exclusive bedding-window next to 
the main entrance, and dozens of sus- 
pended pointer-cards in other depart- 
ments of the store, directing shoppers 
to the exhibition entrance. 


While all bedding has been cleared 
out of the main furniture show floor, 
during the exhibition, the space there 
is being used for special displays of

Two panels giving twelve additional

The exhibition does not aim at 
showing set colour schemes, but rather 
at stimulating new ideas in decoration, 
and offering suggestions to visitors 
on how to make the best use of colour 
and texture in their own homes.

When the reasons for that anti 
pathy were examined, it boiled 
down to a widespread fear that a 
Government-sponsored organisation 
was undercutting legitimate manu 
facturers. But the B.F.M. has not 
found it necessary to pass on a 
single complaint on this score 

That Remploy is competing with 
the normal trade is true. It is a 
fact, too, that it makes a loss, which 
is made up from public funds 
better understanding of its position, 
however, should follow from a more 
thorough appreciation of what Rem- 
ploy is and does. 

Kemploy produces not for 
or the consumer, but to 
guaranteed employment 
workers, These are the severely 
disabled persons listed in Section 
II of the Labour Ministry’s Register 

Section I of the Register covers 
the less severely handicapped 
workers who are absorbed into 
industry under the 3 per cent quota 
system.

One thing is obvious hese 
workers are quite unable to com 
pete in the labour market with fit 
workers, yet must receive a 
living income. They are bound to 
be a charge on the community. In 
hard figures, it would cost the 
country almost as much to keep 
them idle—in distressing poverty 
as to subsidise their work, and there 
would be no production to show for 
it, 

Even more important is the 
psychological uplift which employ- 
ment gives to a disabled man—-and 
his family, 

Factories for this purpose must 
be placed where the disabled can 
reach them, so there can be no such 
economy as centralisation Again, 
as .the worker’s output is rarely 
more than about 40 per cent of that 
of a skilled, able-bodied worker 
their labour is costly. It follows, 
too, that machine costs are high, as

For this reason the organisation 
is divided into production and sales 
sides. Profit from the latter goes

When a new line is contemplated 
it is first produced in the prototype 
shop by fit labour—the organisation 
is permitted a total of no more than 
15 per cent fit persons on produc-

With a 
loss on every item, there is no 
incentive to undercut 
In fact, all the sales 
are drawn from the trades 
cerned and have no difficulty in fix 
ing the prices at current rates 
One fact has been recognised 
sentiment will not gain repeat 
orders, as final sales are made to the 
public.

HE belief held by a large num 

ber of company executives that 
a system of standard costing cannot 
be successfully operated in a small 
company often has its origin in the 
thought that what is successful in 
a large mass-producing company 
cannot possibly be suitable for the 
small company 

Whether the company is large or 
small, the fundamental problems 
encountered in its efficient running 
are the same 

Though a company’s existence is 
dependent on its ability to operate 
at a profit, it does not necessarily 
follow that because a 
making a _ profit 
efficiently. 

To operate efficiently a company 
must have a measure of control over 
all aspects of expense incurred in 
the operating of a business 

The only instrument that can pro 
gressively measure the efficiency of 
a company and provide the neces 
sary information to enable manage- 
ment to function efficiently is a 
system of standard costing

Detailed Knowledge Needed 


A pre-requisite is the knowledge 
of the company’s capabilities, not 
only in a broad sense but in minute 
detail. 

It is necessary to know the speed, 
feed and type of operation that can 
be performed on each machine, to 
establish the time required to per- 
form any given amount of work 
The class of labour required, and the 
cost of that class of labour to per- 
form the specific operation, must 
also be established 

With this tabulated information, 
the direct labour cost of any opera- 
tion can be established, and the time 
standards also form the basis 
whereby all other expenses directly 
or indirectly related to the operation 
can be allocated. 

To allocate expences of an indirect 
nature to the various machines or 
groups of similar machines, it is 
necessary to establish a utilisation 
factor of the capacity of the plant 
On this factor the allocation of 
indirect expenses is absorbed 

In general a company must ab 
sorb all its indirect expenses and 
overhead expenses on a percentage 
of its capacity. This is normally in 
the region of 80 per cent, but some 
machines will have as low a utilisa- 
tion factor as 15 per cent of their 
capacity.

Accuracy and Order 

To achieve the greatest degree 
of efficiency in the operating of 
standard it is essential that 
the standards applying to the per 
formance or the perform- 
ance be compiled on accurate 
information, and the application of 
the system correct 
sequence, 

Before proceeding to install the 
system, a company must have a 
plan which is based on the achieve 
ment of a pre-determined objective. 

First stage in the introduction of 
a system is to establish clearly the 
constitution of a department. The 
next is to establish centres 
within the department, such as 
groups of similar machines with 
similar costs per man hour and per 
machine hour 

The machines available in the 
different cost centres may vary in 
number, and even where the plant 
is well balanced the percentage of 
time that the individual machines 
can be used to full capacity differs 
It is necessary, therefore, to treat

Firstly, the trade was still, 
at the time of writing, awaiting 
definite news about the possible 
removal of restrictions on the pur 
chasing of American and Canadian 
hardwoods. There has also been a 
prolonged depression in the prices 
being asked by shippers for several 
of the Far Eastern hardwoods, 
notably ramin, and importers 
reluctant to place substantial con- 
tracts until they are sure the bottom 
of that market, as far as prices are 
concerned, has been reached. On 
the other hand, against this price 
depression in the Far East there 
has started a price Spiral for hard 
woods from the Continent
